lf your garden was not made very 
rich at planting time, feed It as you 
go along. 
This Is easily done by scat­ 
tering commercial fertilizer between 
th** rows and working it into the soil 
with a hoe or rake.

soon wash it down to the roots. There 
is less waste by this method than 
when ult the fertilizer Is applied early 
In the spring, and the plants respond 
quickly.
